During  the  year  1918,  there  were  reported 
by  the  physicians  of  Mississippi  6860  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis.

And  based  upon  the  findings  of  other  states  there 
were  approximately  2500  men  rejected  by  the 
local  draft  boards  on  account  of  this  disease

and  3000  deaths  in  the  state.

THE  HONOR  OF  A  FRIEN{> 

Paul  was  careful  of  hla  own  honor,  bnt  he 
was  more  solicitous  about  the  honor  of  Jesus 
his  friend,  and  of!  God  whose  servant  he  was. 
Thla  U  the  fine  Instinct  of  a  Christian  gentleman. 
He  waa  conscious  of  being  misunderstood  and 
under  suspicion.  He  knew  'that  like  hla  Lord 
before  him  he  would  be  subject  to  unjust  crit¬ 
icism.  He  sought  ter  ^imself  and  Insisted  for  his 
converts  to  provide  for  things  honorable  In  the 
sight  of  all  men.  For  this  reason  he  was  careful 
that  the  churches  from  whom  he  took  offerings 
for  the  poor  In  Jerusalem  should  send  messen¬ 
gers  to  aee  that  It  went  to  Its  proper  object.  He 
Insisted  that  a  mao  who  wished  to  preach  should 
be  without  reproach  and  of  good  testimony  from 
them  that  are  without.  He  defines  and  sets  up 
a  high  standard  for  them. 

But  not  all  of  this  Is  on  their  own  acconnt,-. 
but  chiefly  that  the  name  of  Jesus  be  not  brought 
Into  question.  Ini  the  second  Epistle  to  the 
Corinthians,  which  Is  often  spoken  of  as  a  de¬ 
fense  and  exposition  of  his  ministry,  his  chief 
concern  Is  as  to  the  reputation  of  Jesus,  his 
Mend  and  his  Lord.  He  had  been  charged  by 
enemies  and  chided  by  friends  with  being  fickle. 
He  was  sensitive  Under  the  Insinuation,  but  his 
chief  care  was  that  It  should  not  Reflect  dis¬ 
credit  upon  hla  Master.  People  are  a|>t  to  Judge 
the  Lord  by  his  representatives,  and  so  Paul 
hastens  to  say  that  while  bis  plans  nre  subject 
to  change  according  to  the  will  of  God.  yet  God 
himself  la  unchaaageable.  The  cbaqge  of  plan 
was  simply  to  conform  to  God’s  plan  for  him. 
For  the  Son  of  God.  Jesus  Christ,  who  waa 
preached  among  you  by  us,  by  me  and  Sllvanus 
and  Timothy,  was  not  yea  and  nay  (nWt  first  one 
way  and  then  anpther)  but  In  him  Is  yes.  For 
how.  many  soever  be  the  promises  k>f  God,  In 
his  is  the  yea. 

The  better  developed  the  Christian  life  the 
more  carhful  will  we  be  that  not  even  apparent 
fault  of  ours  shall  be  charged  to  hl{n.  And  the 
more  we  shall  be  eager  that  by  every  action 
and  attitude  of  qurs  his  name  may  be  exalted 

and  held  In  honbr  among  men.

THE  A  II  C  OF  ENLI8TMEHT 

The  Christian  Index  gives  a  plan  of  Dr.  Mc- 
Glothlin  for  enlistment  which  we  have  long  be¬ 
lieved  and  hope  to  see  put  Into  opefatlon.  It  la 
to  begin  with  giving  the  right  literature  to  the 
preacher.  We  believe  wbst  is  good  far  preachers 
Is  good  for’  other  folks,  6uit  here  Ib  what  Dr. 
McGlothlln  says  about  the  undeveloped  preacher: 

I  believe  three  things  most  be  piut  Into  his 
hands,  vis.,  the  State  paper,  the  ‘‘Homo  and  For¬ 
eign  Fields,’’  and  some  books  of  elementary  In¬ 
struction  in  theology  and  the  practical  affairs 
of  the  kingdom,  and  I  suggest  the  following  plan 
to  do  this: 

(a)  Let  the  state  Board  send  to  all  pastors 
the  State  paper,— In  rases  where  It  Is  not  owned 
by  the  State  Convention,  paying  the  owners  the 
actual  cost  of  the!  paper.  I-ot  a  statement  be  sent 
out  mnnually  to  eiach  man  who  does  not  pay  for 
his  paper,  explaining  why  It  Is  sent  and  request¬ 
ing  him  If  possible  to  pay  tor  the  Same  In  the 
future.  In  order  tihat  the  money  so  expended  by 
the  Board  may  be  used  In  other  ways. 

(b)  Let  the  llome  and  Foreign  Fields  be 
sent  to  each  pastor  In  the  South  by  the  three 
Boards  of  the  Southern  Bspttst  Convention,  mak¬ 
ing  an  annual  appeal  to  each  man  who  receives 
It  free,  as  stated  above  in  the  case  of  the  State 
paper. 

(c)  Let  the  Sunday  School  Board  select  a  lib¬ 
rary  of,  say.  fifty  volumes  of  the  most  useful 
and  helpful  books  for  a  pastor  In  the  position 

.of  the  men  whom  we  are  considering.  These 
books  should  be  simple,  small,  and  should  deal 
with  the  practical  problems  of  our  Baptist  work, 
mainly* In  country  and  village  flslds.  Let  them 
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lelp  the  pastor  In  Sunday  school  work  and  evsfy 
ether  department  of  hla  chnrch  Ufa.  Let  thppe 
looks  be  sent  to  pastors  on  application  without 
.-oat  to  the  pastor  except  postage  for  the  retSfn 
of  the  book,  on  the  single  condition  that  hs  Till 
carefully  read  the  same  and  return  It  In  gdqd 
condition.  Let  notices  be  sent  out  occasionally 
calling  the  attention  of  pastors  to  these  bosks 
and  the  conditions  upon  which  they  can  be  hUt. 
The  actual  work  of  sending  ont  theae  bosks 
might  be  done  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  #gd 
the  State  Boards.  In  co-operation,  as  may  squm 
best.  If  the  preacher  wants  the  book,  sell  ltj  to 
him  at  cost. 

More  churches  could  be  reached  with  {live 
hundred  dollars  spent  In  this  way  than  smst 
In  any  other  line  of  enlistment. 

REMARKS  OH  MARRIAGE. 

There  Is  nothing  In  our  earthly  relations  wljlirh 
has  so  much  to  do  with  the  making  orthe  marling 
of  happiness  and  usefulness  as  marriage,  iihd 
yet  there  Is  no  bnslness  or  connection  whldijls 
entered  Into  with  so  much  haphazard  ond  utter 
lack  of  thought.  Men  will  think  for  weeks  or 
months  about  a  new  venture  In  the  buslddas 
world,  and  tnmble  Into  matrimony  by  any  i^rt 
of  chance  which  comes  their  way.  Love  la  i  Ap¬ 
posed  to  be  and  ought  to  be  the  determining 
factor  in  getting  married.  But  love  is  inbldct 
to  caprice  or  It  may  be  subject  to  the  will  of 
wisdom. 

One  reason  so  little  Is  said  on  this  sub  get 
by  those  who  ought  to  speak.  Is  that  It  Is  nip- 
posed  that  It  will  do  no  good.  In  most  cases  V#ls 
Is  probably  true;  bnt  If  good  is  done  In  one 
case  In  fifty.  Isn’t  It  worth  whOe  to  speak  orft? 

•  Isn’t  one  In  fifty  a  pretty  good  average  In  visile 
results  for  most  people  who  hear  a  sernliin. 
Wouldn’t  one  In  fifty  of  all  the  people  who  Ij^ar 
every  sermon  be  a  fair  average?  And  doesn't  me 
Lord  say  to  some  preacher,  "Thou  shall  spjqak 
my  words  unto  them,  whether  they  will  hear{  or 
whether  they  will  forbear?"  And  he  had  to  saj)i  It 
more  than  once. 

The  first  thing  to  be  d  one  Is  to  bring  this  let¬ 
ter  of  marriage  under  the  domain  of  conscience. 
Conscience  only  gradually  asserts  Itself  and  Con¬ 
trols  new  territory,  and  here  Is  one  It  has  har<jly 
planted  its  flag  on  or  stuck  Its  plow  In.  A  nhn 
who  recognizes  no  moral  obligation  or  seeh  no 
moral  effects  In  marrlge  will  hardly  bother  pis 
conscience  with  It.  We  have  talked  sentimentally 
about  matches  being  made  In  heaven,  but  t  gvc 
not  oonaulted  heaven  shout  the  making.  Or  We 
have  Joked  about  It  instead  of  talking  serlo  illy 
or  thinking  seriously  or  praying  seriously!  I  A 
half  hour's  thinking  on  this  subject  might  gave 
a  life  time  of  regret. 

Above  all  have  we  looked  to  see  If  the  ^ible 
has  anything  to-aay  on  this  subject  that  might 
be  helpfnl?  As  the  people  of  Israel  eatered|{he 
land  which  had  been  promUed  them,  they  Wdre 
earnestly  and  repeatedly  cautioned  against  bpn- 
tractlng  marriage  with  men  and  -women  of.  the 
nations  about  them.  This  was  of  course  dap  j  to 
their  wickedness  and  thtelr  having  no  knowledge 
of  the  true  God.  Samsoh  violated  this  command 
and:  hero  that  he  vrns,  his  life  was  a  fsBsre 
and  ended  In  suicide.  Paul  speaking  of  marriage 
says  It  most  be  “only  in  the  Lord.”  that  Is  hbly 
to  a  believer.  Again  he  says.  "Be  ye  not  nnetjual- 
ly  yoked  together  with  unbelievers.”  Following 
it  with  a  strong  argument,  concluding  Tilth, 
"Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them,  anfljbe 
ye  separte,  salth  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  thq  an¬ 
dean  thing;  and  I  will  receive  you,  and  wljl  be 
a  father  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be  my  sons 'pm! 
daughters,  salth  the  Lord  Almighty.  Hatlhg. 
therefore,  these  promises,  dearly  beloved,  ldt  us 
cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh 
and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  In  the  feaf  of 
God.’?

with  these  same  three  things  net  out  perhaps 
more  prominently:  (1 »  The  non-Chrletlan  wold 
the  object  of  Missionary  activity;  (1)  tbe 
Christian  constituency,  tbe  agents  to  whom 
the  Christian  constituency,  tbe  agents  to  whom 
missionary  command  Is  given;  (li  the  Holy

The  man  past  fifty  feejs  that  his  life  Is  too  pld 
to  Join;  It  will  cost  too  mujeb  money. 

The  young  man’s  thought  about  the  matter  la 
this:  "I  will  never  grow  old.  therefore  will  never 
need  It;"  while  the  middle  age  man  says  to  him¬ 
self:  "All  this  talk  about  Mlnlsterlan  Relief  re¬ 
minds  me  that  I  am  being  gradually  projected  Into 
the  years  and  must  make  ready  for  the  Infirmities 
that  come  with  age.

The  Council  ol  the  International  Sunday 
School  Association  Is  planning  a  reorganization 
of  their  work  In  some  respect*  AH  the  facts  ara 
not  now  In  hand,  but  this  much  appears  to  ba 
on  the  program  of  reorganization.  The  Executive 
Committee.  It  Is  proposed,  shall  ba  made  np  of 
representatives  from  the  International  In  slight 
majority  and  of  others  appointed  by  the  denom¬ 
inational  bodies.  Likewise  In  each  Mate  the 
association  shall  be  composed  equally  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  thn,  International  organization  and 
of  those  appointed  by  the  denominations.  This 
la  a  shrewd  scheme  which  won’t  work  with  Bap¬ 
tists.  We  have  never  yet  yoked  up  organically 
with  any  outside  Institution  and  we  don't  think 
It  will  ever  be  done.  This  plan  had  Just  as  well 
be  dropped  so  far  aa  Baptists  are  concerned.  Aa 
Individuals  Baptists  have  always  cooperated  with 
the  International  and  many  would  be  glad  to 
continue  to  do  so  under  proper  conditions.  But 
this  new  proposal  means  to  rommit  the  denom¬ 
ination  as  such  organically  through  ltb  execu¬ 
tive  bodies  (lhs  Conventions)  to  union  Work.  By 
this  the  Interdenominational  Sunday  School  As¬ 
sociation  would  become  the  recognized  agency 
for  our  field  work.  Better  let  the  work  go  as 
It  Is  now  going . 


THE  WORLD  CALL  TO  AMERICA 


(J.  F.  Love,  Cor.  Sec'y.) 

To  all  thoughtful  men  It  la  plain  that  the  time 
has  come  when  America  must  discharge  a  great 
mission  to  the  world.  God  has  signaled  this.  The 
evidence  Is  accumulating  every  hour.  That  we 
should  know  exactly  what  this  duty  la  and  what 
form  our  activity  should  take.  Is  supremely  Im¬ 
portant.  At  the  time  of  the  campaign  a  year  ago 
the  call  to  the  nation  was  to  arms,  and  w'lth  this 
there  was  a  call  to  our  churches  for  the  religious 
care  of  our  soldiers.  Since  then  and  with  the 
coming  of  peace  the  direction  In  which  our  su¬ 
preme  duty  lies  has  changed,  and  the  emphasis 
falls  upon  the  spiritual  and  evangelistic,  as  for 
the  churches  it  must  chiefly  reel  always.  The 
very  part  which  America  has  taken  In  the  world 
war  has  opened  to  It  doors  of  opportunity,  and 
throuat  upon  It  the  duty  for  world  evangelization 
which  It  never  knew  before.  8lnce  returning  from 
the  Fur  East.  I  have  been  asked,  how  the  war 
has  affected  Foreign  Missions  In  the  East.  My 
answer  is  that  the  war  has  created  a  new 
friendliness,  a  new  spirit  of  Inquiry  concerning 
our  religion  which  the  people  of  the  East  con¬ 
sider  to  be  the  secret  of  our  military  power,  and 
has  thrown  wide  open  all  the  doom  to  missionary 
service.  The  war  has  helped  Foreign  Missions  In 
this,  that  It  haa  given  us  more  favorable  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  to  prosecute  Foreign  Missions. 
Personally.  I  am  simply  overborne  with  the 
thought  of  Increased  responsibility  which  falls 
upon  Southern  Baptists  at  this  hopr.  The  world- 
call  has  never  been  so  loud,  and  our  religious 
duty  to  the  nations  has  never  bqpn  »o  great  aa 
now.  The  present  ramypalgn  for  Foreign  Missions 
will  test  our  people  as  no  campaign  ever  tested 
them.  We  have  had  money  for  war  measures  and 
God  now  tries  us  as  to  whether  we  have  money 
for  the  work  of  the  world  s  salvation.  My  obser¬ 
vation  Is  that  Japan  and  China  need  the  gospel 
more  than  they  need  democracy,  and  that  de¬ 
mocracy  will  enrse  them  If  the  gospel  Is  denied 
them:  for  they  will  turn  democracy  Into  socialism 
andanarchy,  and  into  Bolshevism,  and  vanda¬ 
lism,  If  the  goapel  la  not  supplied  In  sufficient 
measure  to  create  moral  restraints.  God  help  ns 
In  this  hour.  The  month  of  April  la  flying  and 
world  opportunities  of  the  most  challenging  sort 
poise  their  wings  but  for  a  moment.  They  will  be 
gone  forever  If  Southern  Baptists  do  not  seise 
them  now.  A  wrold  situation  ao  unique  Is  sure 
to  change  and  change  quickly  for  the  worst  1/ 
we  despise  God’s  enll  and  onr  opportunity.  ONE 
MILLION  AND  A  HALF  DOLLARS  should  be 
laid  on  the  altar  la  answer  to  this  world  call 
before  April  ends,  and  this  as  a  pledge  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  that  we  will  not  despise  onr 
supreme  day  for  world  service.

which  had  been  composed  for  the  oc¬ 
casion  and  did  It  so  effectively  that 
we  were  stirred  to  great  enthusiasm. 
Macao  Is  a  historical  spot  both  as  re¬ 
gards  Chinese  affairs  and  evangeli¬ 
cal  missions.  It  was  here  that  l>r, 
I  Morrison  wrought  and  died.  A  lot 
has  been  secured  and  the  Southern 
llaptlsts  will  without  delay  erect  a 
good  church  building  on  this  choice 
lot.  We  may  expect  to  see  missionary 
results  of  a  high  order  achieved  by 
these  faithful  missionaries.  They 
ought  not  to  be  deprived  of  this 
equipment  for  their  work  another 
year. 

From  Macao  we  went  under  the  es¬ 
cort  of  Brother  and  Bister  Lake  to 
stations  In  their  great  field,  and  al¬ 
though  our  visits  to  the  stations  were 
so  brief  we  saw  much  to  gratify  us. 
These  dear  friends  hare  evidently  not 
counted  the  cost  in  making  Christ 
known  In  the  country  districts  in 
South  China.  Wherever  we  went  en¬ 
thusiastic  natives  were  waiting  for 
the  brief  service  we  were  able  to 
[give  them.  We  stopped  at  Tau  Shaan, 
then  Chung  Ran.  San  Nlng  City  pnd 
spent  the  night  In  Kung  Yik  Fau  In 
a  native  hotel.  The  missionaries  on 
this  field  have  planned  with  a  view 
I  to  native  self-help  and  we  saw  sever- 
!ul  chapels  which  the  native  Christians 
(have  built  and  In  which  they  have 
[uaturally  a  fine  pride. 

leaving  Kung  Ylk  Fau  before  day- 
1  light  Sunday  morning  we  Journeyed 
I  by  train  to  San  Wool  City  and  after 
wnitlng  In  the  station  for  a  while 
were  joined  by  Brother  Sunsdtrom 
and  Miss  Clement.  Brother  Lee  Yak 
I  Ting,  the  native  evangelist  having 
I  met  our  train.  Ascending  the  high 
I  hill  Just  hark  of  the  depot  to  the  lot 
I  which  Brother  Rundstrom  has  select¬ 
ed  for  a  compound  we  had  breakfast 
lout  of  a  generous  basket  which  Bro¬ 
ther  Rumjstrom  had  brough  with  him 
from  Kongmoon,  and  then  went  Into 
the  city  for  a  service  with  thewiatlve 
Christians.  We  have  two  churches  In 
San  Wool,  one  of  which  Is  self-sup- 
I  port  In.  with  a  splendid  meeting 
[house  erected  by  the  membership  and 
friends.  Following  the  services  wo
